Hotmail address books collected 

The NSA's list of sources for the collection of online 

address books includes Hotmail, a Web-based 

service from Microsoft, along with Google, Yahoo and 

Facebook. 

A reference to a Hotmail message 
"@hotmaMJaiO" is a garbled reference to an e-mail 
collected from Hotmail. 

An instant message from Windows Live Messenger 
This appears to show the interception of a 
communication on Windows Live Messenger, a former 
instant-messaging service from Microsoft (note the 
string "messenger.live.com"). Since this appears in 
'cleartext' (not SSL-encrypted), it is not clear whether 
this happened on the public Internet or as traffic 
moved between Microsoft data centers.
